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The subject then on whieh we are now to 
address you, i the fundamental virtue of 
christian lowe considered with respect to its 
magnanimity or essential greatness. 

L Christiaan love aourishes Gberal and 
magnanimous sentiments im general. With 
respect to those who claim the praise of lib- 
erality for laxness of opinion, or for an ample 
scepticism rather than from « broad and deep 
faith, we do not admit their claim. If those 
who can see no attribute of God but 
nal teaderness, no evil in man deeper 
misfortune, who regard much of the scrip- 
tures as fabulogs, and have little dread of er- 
ror as opposed to truth and fatal to man's 
welfare, if such reqaire us to eall them liber- 
al, we cannot so desecrate that noble word 
In that so-called charity, whose impulses, if 
not iadulgent to sim, are at least adverse to 
justice, amd whieh smagines that benevo- 
lence mpauble with punish we 
see not imity, but partiality and gross 
delusion rue christian love no 
feaare thus deformed. fh is like the love of 
Christ, a world-wide but well-proportioned 
affection. You may see in it the sterner 
looks of righteousness aud the divine law, 








them im them true relations—a holy regard 
tor night aad for justice, m perfect symmetry 
with benevolence and compassion. [t is a 
mod that sees at once how a gospel of peace 
om earth and good will to men, must of ne- 
cessity wage a war of extermination against 
errort and an 

As every eye delights im the flowers and 
the stars, all hearts blessing them as beauti- 
ful, so we have a like unwersal testimony to 
the nobleness of christian love. This is the 
essential power and wanscendent charm of 
moral excellence. What heart ever felt it 
without being str: hened in the highest 
virtues, ot what eye ever saw it but with ad- 
miration and pleasure? How masterly in its 
kundarss—kindness not only where there is 
mech to win kindness, but where there is 
auch to provoke anger—kindness as real to 

and enennes as to partisans and 
frvends—kindaess not less in reproving and 
panishing than in praising and rewarding— 
and kindness nut more under smiles and gifts 
than under insults and abuse. How mag- 
nanmmous is love, whem by a soft answer it 
turneth away wrath, or by some noble sacri- 
fice raleth out strife, and by “a serene and 
majestic patience,” overcometh evil with 
good! his is the restorer of harmony to 
seats of discord, and of al) pleasant paths to 
dwell m. Without i christian alliances, 
brotherhoeds and sacred leagues of peacé 
will fall asunder, as flax at the touch of fire. 
In 1t8 perfection t ts the most glorious attri 
bute of Ged, and in its ee the sa- 
perlative grace of man is is the beauty 
and the greatness which we see in the char- 
acter of Christ. And if there be any simili- 
tude of the same im us, @ us the enlargement 
and adorning of hus love. 

2. We observe more definitely, that chris- 
tian lowe disposes the mind to comprehensive 
views of duty. He who has a small heart 
for christian enterprise and labor, will often, 
fail to see hus duty even when 1 lies in plan 
sight. He will be apt to ask, how little effort 
and trae christian hood may be suffr 
to screen my character a disgrace’ 
In how much indolence may indelge myself, 
and yet be saved, though asby fire? Bat he 
who bas a large heart for christian exertions 
and sacrifices, will mot be thas din 





the church, as we grieve to say he some- 
tsses is, does he ever pray, “ Father, for- 
give them!" Is bis breath ever fragrant 
with an bumble and quiet spirit, that most 
beautifel ornament of the inner temple? 
Is there in him aay element of the mag- 
nanimity of Christ? So far from it, that 
he is unmerciful, and will hardly feed the 
hungry of succor the distressed, when there 
ts ne eye to see but the Omniscient. You 
temember the stery of a man wounded by 
robbers and left by the wayside half dead 
Wig ‘do the priest and the Levite pass by 
and move not a finger to lift up that bleed- 
ing stranger? Ah! he is not of their rank 
wor tribe, but only “a certain man,"’ per- 
adventare an Ethrupian, or an East ladian— 
how can he remunerate them for their 
troable and cost? Ob the cruelty of « eval 
without love! Bat when the Samaritan 
comes, he binds up the sufferers wounds, 
caring for no expense of oi! and wine, or 
other means of soothing and healing. ‘‘ When 
he saw lum, he had compassion oe him.” 
There was the secret. No matter from 
what continent or island the afflicted way- 
farer may have come. tk: is enough for « 
loving heart, that he is « fellow-man in dis- 
tress. For the unloving soul, nothing ts 
enough but a substaotial equivalent for all 
that may be done or gwen. At the sight of 
suffering, the one swells with pity and gen- 
erosity, whilst the other is beaumbed and 
shrivetied up by the chil! of selfishness. “The 
one encircles every baman being in its ten- 
der mercies—the other knows no fellowship 
nor charity beyond a sect of a clan. 

Now are not these opposite extremes of 
character, with varipas intermediate grades, 
to be found even ia the chorches of Christ! 
Have we not some poor widows who will 
cast m mach into the Lord's weasury, and 
some rich men who wil cast in nothiag, nut 
because they are rich, but because they are 
strattened in thew own bowels! Know we 
not some Macedonian christians who are 
teady, even beyond their power, for all 
bountiful deeds whereby they may feed 
Christ when hungry, or visit hom whea sick 
and m prison! But others we know, whom 
all the appeals that jips divine may utter, wri! 
not move to any such good works, nor restrain 
from plundering God and his poor, ht is the 
os difference between love and the 
want it. Will not the generous Mary, 
loving much, pour vat apon her Saviors 
head the very costly sprkenard, and its odor 
fill the house, as the sweetness of het own 
good name shall fill all the world! Bat he 
who keeps the bag, 1 soul that loves nei- 
ther God wor man—he will call her wastefal, 
and pretend to chide her on the ground of 
principle, saying, the box should have been 
sold for the comfort of the pour—aot that he 
cares for the poor—but hws real venation i, 
that the avasis im silver can mever be clutch- 
ed by bis own greedy fingers So mag- 
‘ nanimous is the soul that has love—so grip- 
ing and warelentung the soul without it. 

4. Christan love is the main clement of 
that greatness which les om the true servece of 
Christ, When his disciples were .contend- 
ing, who of them should be the greatest, and 
he said to them, ““ Whosoever will be great 
among you, shall be your minister; and who- 
svever of you will be the chiefest, shall be 
servant of all,” he meant to define the highest 
style of human greatness, the greateess of 
benevolent serving. tt ww the greatness of 
condescension, not of arrogance—of for- 
giveness, not of retaliation—of comforting 
and blessing, not of weading down and: 





tis views of daty, nor thus marrow ia his 
dealings with his Redeemer and a suffering 
world. Any conscious withholding from the 
cause of Christ more than is meet, would 
cost him as deep 4 pang of guilt and blush 
of shame as an act of common fraud which 
brands the doer of it as aknare. The man 
whose heart has been enlarged by christian 
lowe, will not measure his duty nor estimate 
his character by the standard of human 
lews and opinions, nor by the pigmy stature 
of some aroand him cal christians, but 
by the only true standard, the divine law— 
the example of Chrst. He will not magine 
himself holy because he abstaims from things 
forbidden, whilst he omits to do what God 
commands him. Liberalized by christian 
love, be will not think himself a good man 
for hes proper acts of devotion in the sanctu- 
ory, the famely, and the closet, so long as he 
1s unfanthfal m the wegther matters of yus 
tee, mercy, and the love of God. Neo more 
will be deem it christian virtae to exert bim- 
«lf in any moral enterprises, whilst he neg- 
ects the ordinances of Christ and the means 
fyrace; for be knows that Christ enjoruns 
diigenece on both these departments of holy 
sction, “ These ought ye to have done, and 
not to leave the other undone.” Have we 
wt reason to fear that there are many in 
cut churches whose views of Auty are par- 
tal and thberal, beoaase their vision ws dim 
from a scanty light glow, or che cut off in 
the midst by some beclouding lust U 
them to look abroad and survey the w 
scope of their duty, and they seem to look as 
through a long aad slender tube, discer: 
caly here and there a spot in the wild 
scape. But if Christ spoke truly when he 
svid, “ The field is the world,” bow can « 
80 circomscribed? Brethren, what i 
vour heart's response to his command, that 
you give the gospel to every createre’ In 
whet measure do you sympathwe with 
hom, im that he salfered and died for all 
men’ And how much does yout soul yearn 
to do for them, even beyond your abslity! 
For in such measure, we think, you have the 
magnanimity of christian love. 
We may see the greatness of true be- 

nevuleace, when contrasted with its opposite, 


ying. Now we hold « as an axiom, 
that the essence of this greatness is chris 
tran love. Asa mind continually introverted, 
and, in melancholy, brooding epon itself, is 
thereby contracted and belittied, so the heart 
that locks itself up, barring out the appeals

M owed by bis power, we shall aot more heart.

We remember that the chrotiaa ts to leave 
of contentun before iu be modded with; 
and yet he is to contead_eirucsty, and his 
life mast be one of conflicts, Wy do aot 
forget that the servant of the Lord mast not 
strive, bat be gentle to all men; and yet, if 
he strive, not for musteries, and that lawfully, 
he will never be crowned. We will not for- 
get that be mast be very lowly in heart, pus 
fal, and forgiving; and yet he is to win by 
fagtting, a his soul ts to tread down strength 
m the fercest of baules. But wanting w 
lowe, bow can tus soul be forthed and em- 
boldened to deeds of valor sa the christian 
warfare? Will be ever plant the banner of 
the Cross on any rampart of sin, whilst he 
filters and quivers before a face of more 
clay? What will this pusillanimoas man, who 
instead of patting on the whole armor of God 
and standing, flees from the darts and quails 
even at the snenrs of the eaemy—what will 
he achieve for the cxanse of Chreat, aay, what 
dusaster will he aot bring upoe it, uatil be 
has more of the magnanimous courage of 
christian lowe! Without this, nothing will 
tadace bum to enlist in the warfare with a 
hearty devotion to it. Without this, he will 
not be duly affected by the moral grandeur 
of the cause for which he is called to contend 
Bat toving mach, he will feel that it is « 
erase 1a which the hosts of error and legions 
of syn are marshalied agemst the deares rights 
of all good beings. Lovmg mach, he will 
have some fight enthusiase 1a an omterprise 
by whch aot only myriads of un nertal souls 
are to be resoued from the worst captivity, 
bat by winch the ontadel of hus owe sual, the 
dwellings of the iavoceat and the hones of 
the angels are to be defended. Loving mach, 
he will feel that he conteads for a [berty « 
thousand-fold nobler and sweeter than was 
ever the prize of an earthly victor. Loving 
mach, he will no more resem le the min who 
towes hutle, than M> Greatheart, who sme 
down the grim giants obstructing hus way, 
resembled one Timoronus ferghteaed by the 
loas, though chamed and sleeping Loving 
mach, be will catch the spiru of those brave 
ald warriors of whom the world was at wor- 
thy, who waxed valant in fight, and, though 
slain, subdued kingdoms. Loving mach, he 
will stand in the same line of battle with the 
true martyrs, who encountered all dangers 
and forms of death, sayiaz, “ Nae of these 
things more me" —who met every iastra- 
meat of torture, which tyraats aad devils 
could mvent, and in the closest fight, ander 
the siveld of fanh, fell, but conquered. Oh 
ye soldvers of Christ, are you faut and afraid! 
What! are not your weapons a panoply of 
etherial temper’ Are aot your ¢ anions 
im arms, those who bore the hero heart of 
magnanimoas love’ fave you a wavering 
confideace in that glorioas leader who has

“is able to do exceeding abundantly above 
all that we ask of think,” has often appended | 
to it the somewhat anmeaning and unscrip- | 
toral sentence, “or are at all worthy to re- | 
ceive.” Now, as salvation is of grace, we | 
are wot worthy of any mercy at the band of | 
God, and the addition 1s, consequeutly in- | 
cougraous with the passage. The beautiful | 
and affecting declaration, Psalm 130 ; 7, that | 
* with the Lord there is mercy, and with him | 
is pleateous redemption,’ is sometimes en- | 
cambered with the ungraceful appendage, 
“that he may be sought unto,” which cer- 
tainly is aot mm the text nor ia the ode from | 
which it is taken ]

The opening re- 
marks were made by Prof. Sanborn of Dartmouth 
Cottege, = which he deprecated the multiple ity 
of helps fermmbed c¢\semical students, im the form 
of coproms notes ead exteoded translations of pas- 
mages, He showed their injunoes effects upen 
sound intellectual culture, end the tendenry of 
them to imtace habits of a permerous character. 
The dmecussion subsequent y sssumed a desuitory 
charecter, and left the sabject ima great measure 

by d, to the disapp ut of many of 
the audience. 

At7 o'clock A, M.,on Wednesdsy, the Rev. 
Habbard Winslow of Boston, delivered a lecture 
on * Language.” it was an able production, and 
contained many valuable suggestiona At I! 
o'clock « lectore on “ Requisites for success im 
teaching,” wae delivered by Mr. Joshua Bates, 
Jr. of Boston. The porte were happily selected 
and ably discussed. The delivery of the lecture 
was followed by interesting remarks by several 
numbers of the Institute.

He 
stated that the State of New Hampshire had 
taken high ground in respect to schools and aced 
emies as early as the first of the 1#th century 
He stated thet New Hempehire pays for educa- 
tonal perposes enewelly @500,000. He did not 
give the data on which he based he estimate, and 
| euppose he must have inclwded al) that w pasd 
for education im all its departments, echoole, acad- 
mies and colleges. 1 perceive from the ewper- 
imendent's report for 1847, that « little short of 
$100,000 was raised by taxation. The fect that 
New Elampehire supphes herself with teachers, 
and fornmhes her emter states with no smal! num 
ber of teachers of common echools, academies and 
colleges, is rather indicative thet the Granite 
State a vot for behind the Bay State. Indeed 
she stands second on the list for adult intelligence, 
as shown by the census of 1840, hewing only one 
in 15@ of ber edelt population unable to read 
and write. The meen generation may perhaps be 
considered a fair standard by which to secertam 
the ednecational condition of the ning generation, 
and the interest felt in the proper education of

Death of Alexander Henry, Esq.
